form Act of 1994” and read that it is 
amended (o read (not ‘to include’) as 
follows: “A person shall not drive or 
be in actual physical control of any 
vehicle or vessel, or manipulate any 
water skis, aquaplane, or any other 
marine transportation device on the 
waters of this state, ... Under the in- 
fluence of alcohol...” 

The reasoning for dismissing the 
automobile DUI cases was that cars 
are not operated on the waters of this 
state, therefore the law didn’t apply. 

The appeals court disagreed, rely- 
ing on “legislative intent.” Justice 
Sue Bell Cobb wrote, “For this court 
to rule that the legislature intended 
to do away with the offense of ve- 
hicular DUI on public highways of 


Alabama and instead create the of-: 
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fense of vehicular DUI on state wa- 
tcrways would be farcical.” 

She continued, “According to the 
plain language of the statute, no re- 
peal was intended and none has oc- 
curred,” 

Judge Cobb explained that the 
legislative intent was clear ... “to in- 
crease the severity of punishment for 
the crime of boating DUI in order 
that it may match the seriousness of 
the crime of vehicular DUI on the 
public highways ...” 

One well respected student of the 
law expressed an opinion to this 
newspaper that if the legislature had 
placed the boating violation amend- 
ment under a section of the law deal- 
ing with boating regulations, rather 
than motor vehicles, the problem 
would have never come up.

National Peanut Growers Group proposes 
major changes in peanut program 


The National Peanut Growers 
Group (NPGG), the federation of 
state and regional organizations 
which represent the nation's peanut 
farmers, proposed several major 
changes to the peanut price stabili- 
zation program which will make it 
more market-responsive. Congress 
must vote to reauthorize it this year 
as part of the 1995 Farm Bill. 

The growers group, which repre- 
sents 99% of the nation’s 15,000 
peanut growers, voted to allow the 
sale of quota across county lines be- 
ginning in 1996. They also agreed to 
provide a significant amount of quo- 
ta free to anyone who grows pea- 
nuts. 

These changes are in addition to 
earlier modifications that the peanut 
grower leadership proposed for this 
year’s Farm Bill including: elimina- 
tion of virtually all government and 
taxpayer cost; adjustments in, the 
amount of peanuts eligible for the 
domestic price support; relaxation 
of fall transfer restrictions on quota; 
and no increase in the price support 
of 33.9 cents per pound. 

The plan the growers are propos- 
ing for the Farm Bill this year 
should allow any farmer in the pea- 
Nut producing areas of the U.S, a 
greater opportunity to produce and 
sell peanuts for the domestic market 
than was available before. The plan 
will allow up to 30% of the quota 
production in any county to be sold 
and moved to other counties within 
the state. 

In order to provide protection to 
the existing rural economies in these 
areas, a maximum of 15% of a 
county’s quota would be allowed to 
be sold outside of that county in the 
first year, vith up to 5% allowed to 
be sold in each succeeding year to a 
maximum of 30% over the 5-year 
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crickets and ants are coming inside.

farm bill, The limits on the amount 
which can be sold provide growers, 
shellers, food processors and their 
rural communities a_ reasonable 
amount of time to adjust to the tran- 
sition, 

An unlimited amount of quota 
could continue to be sold or rented 
within each county as allowed under 
current law. 

“These are major concessions 
made by traditional growers,” said 
James Earl Mobley, Chairman of 
the National Peanut Growers Group, 
“Our hope is that these concessions 
should make the program more mar- 
ket responsible to Congress,” 

The NPGG proposal also would 
provide quota to anyone who grows 
peanuts equal to the approximate 
amount of seed they plant each year, 
This addresses the concerns of some 
farmers who grow peanuts primarily 
for the export market. 

The growers agreed not to seek 
an increase in the domestic price 
support of peanuts next year, now at 
33.9¢ per pound.

Hwa Sun Foutch contends that 
the town was negligent in failing to 
file claims for workmen’s compensa- 
tion death benefits on Foutch’s be- 
half, 

Reportedly, Mrs. Foutch has 
agreed to accept $50,000 as full and 
final settlement of all claims against 
the Town of New Brockton. 

After a ten minute session behind 
closed doors, the council reconvened 
and a motion was made and passed 
that Sawyer continue negotiations 
with Mrs, Foutch and her attorney, 
Richard W, Whittaker,

Update on Hurricane 
Erin relief efforts 


While Hurricane Erin left little 
evidence of its destructive capacity 
locally and in the city of Mobile, 
residents in a five-county area, in- 
cluding Northeast Mobile County, 
have suffered continuing power out- 
ages, lack of food and water, and 
damage to their homes. 

The American Red Cross has 
been out there daily assessing dam- 
age and providing food, water, and 
meeting other emergency needs. 

The organization has committed 
an estimated $75,000 to date in pro- 
viding emergency relief to residents 
in five counues, including Northeast 
Mobile, South Washington, South 
Clark, Escambia and North Baldwin 
counties, 
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two points above the state average 
for that grade. Last year this group 
of students recorded the second 
highest scores in the State of Al- 
abama. 

The tenth grade scores bottomed 
out so badly that a rescoring has 
been requested, according to Pearce. 
The class averaged 25 points, com- 
pared to a state average of 43. 

Overall, Elba students scored 45, 
which is one point above the state 
average. . 

Pearce said he is not happy with 
the results. He said, “Our kids 
should all score above 50%.” He 
said they were hunting reasons for 
the 25 score. “We think there was an 
error but if these kids have missed 
something we need to remediate 
them, These are the students who 
will be taking the graduation exams 
next year,” Pearce added,

Forgotten War Never to be Forgotten Again 


It has been dubbed “The For- 
gotten War.” But fora million anda 
half Americans, many of whom did 
not make it home, the Korean War 
was freedom’s first triumph over a 
new form of tyranny, communism. 

On July 27, the 42nd anniver- 
sary of the Korean armistice, these 
forgotten heroes received a fitting 
tribute — a beautiful new memorial 
on the National Mall in Washington. 

At first, it brings to mind the 
Vietnam Memorial Wall. The Ko- 
rean War Memorial encompasses a 

164-foot-long mural which rises out 
of a 200-foot pool. 

The mural, which carries the 
inscription, “Freedom Isn't Free,” 
bears the faces ofactual service mem- 
bers sandblasted into dark granite. 
The muralled wall is framed by 19 
Stainless steel statues of poncho-clad 
servicemen — 15 soldiers, two Ma- 
rines, a sailor and an airman. What 
was their legacy? It’s written here in 
the personal story of a young civilian 
survivor of the Korean War: 

“The year was 1950 and Seoul, 
the capital of Korea, had been over- 
run and occupied by the communists. 
Life was dangerous and miserable. 
Because my family was educated, we 
were branded ‘enemies of the people.’ 
Mostof our possessions were confis- 
cated and my father was forced to go 
into hiding. 

“Others, like my adopted 
brother, were hunted down, lined up 
against the wall and executed. They 
made the younger boys, including 
me, watch. I was so scared but I'l] 
never forget the way he looked at me 
and gave mea brave, little smile, and 
then they shot him. I was left to care 
for my mother — always wondering 
would the next bullet be for us? 

“Then came the liberation of 
Seoul. In retreat, the communists 
tried to destroy everything. They lit 


our houses on fire and threatened to 
kill anyone who tried to extinguish 
the flames. We took the risk and tried 
to save what little we had. 

“As I was rushing back and 
forth carrying things from the burn- 
ing house, I heard people shouting 
that the Marines were coming. I was 
so overjoyed I dropped everything 
and ran into the street, despite the 
guntire. 

There were tears in my eyes 
and I was screaming with excitement 
that these brave soldiers had come to 
save our lives. One of the marines — 
he seemed so big — smiled and gave 
ine some spearmint chewing gum. 

Communist sniper fire rang 
outand the marine sheltered me from 
danger. Lean still smeli his sweat and 
feel the press of his hand keeping me 
down out of the line of fire. 

With the sniper neutralized, 
the marine smiled and moved on to 
some other poor soul like me. I 
watched him until he left my sight — 
this angel in a marine uniform who 
had come to deliver me from the hell 
we were in. 

“I knew from that very day, 
that I wanted to be an American. 
America represented so much hope, 
opportunity, freedom, and goodness. 
Whoelse but Americans would come 
thousands of miles trom their homes 
andrisk their lives to save some name- 
less little boy like me?” 

That little Korean boy whose 
life was protected by brave American 
servicemen was also present at the 
unveiling of the new Korean War 
Memorial.

It was approaching ten o'clock on a crisp spring morning over three years 
ago. I found myself furiously taking notes on the day's lecture topic, sur- 
rounded by sixty other students who were writing as quickly as I. It was my 
freshman year in college, and as the professor discussed the various types 
of stress that humans have and how to avoid that stress, my mind kept wan- 
dering to plans I had after class. Nothing extraordinary or improper was tak- 
ing place, as it was just another lecture in another day in the life of a univer- 
sity pupil. 
Suddenly, another professor came bursting into the room, He began to 
argue with our professor about some disagreement that had previously oc- 
curred. The professor giving the lecture asked him to wait until the class 
Was Over, at which time the matter could be handled, And then it happened. 
An event unfolded before my eyes in images that I shall never forget. The 
intruding professor yelled that he would settle the matter right then. As his 
hand reached for something hidden in his clothing, it was as if life had 
switched to slow-motion speed. I saw the flash of metal, and as my heart 
raced I remember our professor running toward a row of students for cover. 
As the gun fired, it seemed as if an explosion was occurring all around me, 
I expected to sce blood, hear screams of anguish. The thought also formed 
that this crazed professor might turn the weapon on the class, A personal 
apocalypse was taking place, and I was powerless in its wake, 
Our professor then stopped running, and smiled?!? No blood dotted his 
Shirt, no cries of pain came forth. The crazed professor was laughing, and 
then the men shook hands. The gun turned out to be a starter’s pistol, con- 
taining no bullets. The whole incident had been an exercise in showing how 
Stress, the day’s lecture topic, can occur in a matter of seconds. I breathed a 
quict sigh of relief, and as my biood pressure settled down, I chuckled 
quietly to myself. Some normal day. Some tedious lecture. 
In our lives we have experienced the reality of “apocalyptic” days. Our 
hearts have quickened as events unfolded which seemed to mean the end of 
existence as we knew it, There have been days when the monotony of rou- 
- tine has been violently destroyed by the roar of disaster, and the gasp of an- 
guish. No human was there to proclaim that all was simply a game. The an- 
guish was not replaced by relief because someone declared that everything 
was back to normal. Joy and hope were hard to come by, and black was the 
color of the world. 
Yet the promise of God is that our lives are never devoid of His presence. 
When all around us is falling down, God is the hand upon which we can 
rely, the force that holds our ultimate destiny. There are moments when we 
must throw ourselves upon Him as a child upon its parent, and trust that the 
words of the Divine are true and unbreakable. As an old hymn says, God 
rules even the winds and the water, and thus our plea is that He will stand 
by our side. The glory of the gospel, the single fact that holds all the faith, 
hope, and love in our lives, is that in routine or in heartbreaking, unchar- 
tered seconds, He has overcome the world, and is with us, always,

The University of Alabama was expecting some type of punishment 
from the NCAA concerning the Gene Jelks and Antonio Langham in 
cidenis; however, the loss of scholarships and ban from a bowl game in 
1995 apparenily took the school officials by surprise. The Alabama of 
ficials had already given up a couple of scholarships and felt the action 
would lessen the penalty, but the NCAA’s statement that the Alabama 
football program exhibited “a distressing failure of institutional control” 
made it clear that the Tide was in trouble, and the NCAA then lowered the 


boom. 


I listened to some sports talk shows last week and the callers and sports:

My belief is that the NCAA has grown into a self-gratifying monster 
that hands down penalties with a sense of joy, and is inconsistent with 
penaltics handed down to different schools. Florida State apparently beat 
the beast with a state law that kept the NCAA from sticking its nose into 
State business, but other programs have no such protection and just take 
what happens. I have felt for years that major college athletics has out- 
grown the NCAA and that the schools should form an organization that 
would support the major schools, while at the same time policing the pro- 
grams. A new athletic organization might let the players receive some sort 
of payments during their years in school, which would minimize the need 
for boosters to help with under the table cash, and a new organization 
could also look at the unique needs of the major schools, and not have to 
try and keep the small schools happy at the expense of the bigger uni 


versities, 


Alabama was wrong in the way it handled the Antonio Langham in-. 
cident and should be punished; however, the punishment should fit the 
crime, and not attempt to keep other violators happy. The time has come 


for a change!

The Elba City Council heard 


Monday night that over three years 
of efforts in Montgomery have paid 
off. The city now has official ap- 
proval to open the long planned inert 
landfill on city owned property just 
off the Samson Highway. 

The permitting process has al- 
ready cost the City of Elba over 

,000 

Representatives of the  en- 
gineering firm of Carter, Darnell & 
Grubbs reported to the council on 
“what happens next.” 

Engineering cost to open the new 
facility will be $8,000. The en- 

ineering cost for closing the ex- 

isting landfill behind Hickman Mov- 
ing & Storage will be $13,500. 

To open the new facility the city 
must construct a sediment pond and 
dig the first cell. All this must be 


done according to ADEM specifica- 
tions, 

Engineer David Welch was un- 
able to give council members a cost 
estimate on completing the opening. 
He asked the members of the gov- 
ering body just what part they 
planned to complete themselves and 
what would be contracted, 

City Clerk Henry Clark suggested 
they contract the building of the 
pond and clearing and grubbing for 
the garbage cells. Clark said city 
crews could dig the cell while get- 
ting dirt to cover the week’s trash. 

He also recommended the city 
purchase a used chipper to grind all 
limbs, etc. to save room and extend 
the life of the dump. He explained 
that these chips could then be used 
as mulch or as required cover for the 
other inert trash in the dump. 

The engineering firm will pro- 
ceed with engineering and over- 
seeing the opening of the new dump. 
Once the new facility is open, they

Police Chief Max Hooks rec- 
ommended the council hire Reserve 
Officer Kenneth Jackson as a full 
time officer.

“Mr. Jackson is a certified officer 
and has been working for the Elba 
Police Department up to 20 hours 
per week free, and doing a good 
job,” Hooks said. 

The council voted unanimously to 
approved the employment of Jack- 


son. 

Hooks reported the department 
has responded to 26 complaints, is- 
sued 21 traffic citations. Un- 
authorized people continue to park 
in the handicapped zones and the po- 
lice continue to issue tickets for this 
infraction. They also issued three 
DUI tickets. 

There were 13 criminal arrest and 
the department investigated three au- 


tomobile accidents. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 31 fice Ten of these were adopt- 
ed and three returned to their own- 


rs. 

Tate Gatlin, Rt. 1, Jack, addressed 
the council with a proposal to help 
the Rescue Squad. A certified EMT, 
he offered to take all daytime calls 
Monday thru Friday from 6:00 a.m. 
until 2 p.m. for $25 per day plus $25 
per . This was one of the pro- 
posed optionspresented by the rescue 
squad at a recent city council mect- 
ing. It is designed to solve a daytime 
staffing problem of the squad and 
improve response time to emer- 
gencies. 

The council members referred to 
to written legal opinions they re- 
quested and received concerning the 
city paying rescue workers. Both 
City Attorney Mark Vaughan and 
The League of Municipalities ad- 
vised against such a move.

Clark said he didn’t expect to re- 
ceive any more extension from the 
agency. 

Just before the vote Sharpless 
said, “We have no choice, the only 
thing we can do is start building our 
landfill.” 

The council voted unanimously to 
proceed with the new landfill. When 
it is ready, they will begin action to 
close the old one.

For the past several weeks, the 
commissioners have been reviewing 
a Consent Decree which was pre- 
pared by the Plantiffs’ attorney, Joe 
Sawyer, and the Defendants’ attor- 
ney, Mary E. Pilcher, after a meeting 
with U.S. District Judge Ira DeMent. 

Both parties involved in the law- 
suit have been attempting to solve 
the matter without litigation. 

One of the main provisions of the 
agreement states: “The Defendants 
in this cause agree that they will in- 
vestigate and review various meth- 
ods and available resources to deter-

At the time the lawsuit was filed, 
the commission was already in the 
process of bringing the two court- 
houses, Elba and Enterprise, into 
compliance with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act. 

Architects, one of who was dis- 
abled, had inspected both courthous- 
es, and had made recommendations 
as to what renovations had to be 
made in the two facilities. 

The commission has until January 
15, 1996 to submit to the court a 
status of its progress with respect to 
construction of a new facility or ren- 
ovations to the existing courthouse 
facility in Enterprise. 

On or before July 15, 1996, the 
commission has to submit to the 
court its decision on what route it 
will take - construct a new court- 
house or renovation of the present 
facility. 

Plaintiffs in the case have the 
right and option, as stipulated in the 
Consent Decree, to file with the 


court any and all objections to the 
defendants’ report of July 15, 1996. 

It is understood and agreed that 
the Plaintiffs will file their objec- 
tions, if they have any, on or before 
July 31, 1996. 

Turing to other matters, the 
commission approved a joint request 
from the county and state Emergen- 
cy Management Agencies to assist 
Baldwin County in their clean-up ef- 
fort. Hurricane Erin caused consider- 
able damage in the Southwest Ala- 
bama county leaving a large amount 
of debris.
